Coincident with this information the 
health authorities announced that a 
resumption of church services would 
be permitted Sunday morning, the 
theatre reopened Saturday night and 
retail liquor establishments placed on 
the former basis of 9 o’clock closing, 
instead of 6, commencing Saturday.

They will also hold 
a masquerade dance on Thursday 
evening, November 21. 


A letter has been received by 
friends of the Rev. M. J. Williams, a 
former pastor of the San Bruno and 
South San Francisco charges, stating 
that he sailed for France on the 10th 
inst., before word was» received of the 
armistice. 


The friends of Horace A. Bewley 
are glad to hear that he is able to be 
about once more.

Miss Claire Forster is convalescing 
from her recent illness, but is still 
confined to her home. 


Father Heverin of St. Bruno’s 
parish wishes to announce that no 
bazaar will be held this year, but an 
entertainment will be given on Satur¬ 
day evening, December 21. 


All the “flu” patients in the parish 
are happily out of danger and on the 
road to recovery. In many instances 
entire families were stricken, and 
their most grateful thanks are ex¬ 
tended to the noble women of San 
Bruno, botli Catholic and Protestant 
alike, who without considering the 
menace to themselves or their fami¬ 
lies, responded promptly to the call 
for nurses and gave constant and 
devoted attention to the sick and were 
•worthy imitators of the good Samari¬ 
tan. Mention must be made of the 
kindness of Andy Buerk of Uncle 
Tom’s Cabin, who daily supplied sev¬ 
eral gallons of excellent hot soup to 
the sick people. The doctors of the 
community cannot be praised too 
highly for sticking to their posts with 
the most efficient service. To this is 
due, no doubt, as well as the faithful 
nursing, the fact that there have been 
so few fatalities in San Bruno during 
the epidemic. 


V egetable chowder. — cut 

fat salt pork in pieces, try out 
and strain. There should be one- 
third cupful. Add four slices of onion 
finely chopped and cook five minutes. 
Strain and add two cupfuls of one-half 
inch potato cubes and one and one- 
fourth cupfuls of one-third inch cubes 
of parsnips. Sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, add two cupfuls of boiling wa¬ 
ter, bring to the boiling point and let 
boil until vegetables are soft, then add 
one quart of milk, four tablespoonfuls 
of butter (bit by bit), one-half cupful 
of flue cracker crumbs and two tea¬ 
spoonfuls of finely chopped parsley. 

Egg Plant In Tomato Sauce.—Egg 
plant should be prepared early in the 
morning if it is to be used for dinner 
that night at 7 o’clock. Pare off that 
luscious purple covering and cut in 
half inch slices. Place these in a col¬ 
ander and generously sprinkle with 
salt. Under this dish place another 
for a catch basin. As the bitter juice 
is drawn out by the salt drain and 
press. Repeat this operation until 
about twenty minutes before ready to 
fry. Last twenty minutes let stand 
in cold water to freshen. Fry in olive 
oil until nicely browned and finish 
cooking in tomato sauce. 

Luncheon Potatoes.—Chop rather fine 
sufficient cold boiled potatoes to make 
a quart. Melt three tablespoonfuls of 
butter in a frying pan, stir in two ta¬ 
blespoonfuls of flour, one cupful of 
milk or cream, potatoes, one-lialf tea- 
spoonful of salt and one-fourth tea¬ 
spoonful of pepper. Cover and cook 
for ten minutes, stirring often. Just 
before serving add one well beaten egg. 

Onions Stuffed With Nuts.—Peel eight 
large onions and cook in boiling water 
until very tender (about one hour). 
Drain and cool and cut out a piece 
on the stem end, thus leaving a shell 
of onion. Chop one cflpful of pecau 
nuts or peanuts fine. Stir one cupful 
of fine breadcrumbs into six table¬ 
spoonfuls of butter, season with one- 
half teaspoonful salt and half a tea¬ 
spoonful paprika. Add one well beat¬ 
en egg yolk and combine this mixture 
with finely chopped nut meats. Fill 
onions with this mixture. Give them 
a dome shape. Place In a buttered or 
greased baking dish and pour over 
them one cupful of boiling water. 
Bake about forty-five minutes, basting 


frequently with the liquid in the pan

PEACETO INCREASE 
THE FOOD DEMAND 

Wif War Wilt AM to SMo- 
■Mts taerfu Mist Make 

San Francisco, Nov. 11.—The ter¬ 
mination of the war will completely 
onange the food situation of the entire 
world, according to information sent 
out from Washington by the Food Ad¬ 
ministration, but the coming of peace 
will in no wise reduce the obligation 
for intensive economy. 

A statement issued today by the 
Food Administration for California 
•ays: 

The incentive for food saving is no 
longer found in the appeal of patriot¬ 
ism. Now food becomes a great tran¬ 
quilizer. It is the appeal of humanity 
»ow that must inspire the American 
people in their campaign of food sav¬ 
ing. The end of the war will change 
the character of the food that this 
country must export to Europe, but 
it will certainly increase the total 
amount of our shipment. The end of 
the war will release foed supplies 
heretofore unavailable because of the 
conflict. These are largely in the 
form of accumulated stocks of wheat 
and corn. There is a world-wide 
shortage, however, of food and the 
shortage in fats and meats, particu¬ 
larly pork products and dairy prod¬ 
ucts is very great. The people of 
those portions of Europe which have 
been exhausted by war must now look 
to America for those necessary foods. 
There must be a great increase in our 
food shipments beyond even that vast 
total that the Food Administration es¬ 
timated before the end of the war 
seemed so imminent. The total ship¬ 
ments last year were 11,800,000 tons. 
Under war conditions we were pledged 
to ship 17,600,000 tons, and it is esti¬ 
mated that our exports under peace 
conditions, may exceed this by iron) 
five to eight million tons. Rumania, 
Bulgaria and Turkey are on the verge i 
of famine. There is a serious food ’ 
shortage in France. Likewise in Italy, i 
If a reign of anarchy is to be avoided, ] 
food must be supplied and the people i 
of the United States must do their 
part. Intensive conservation and food \ 
saving along somewhat different ] 
lines from those oiiginally outlined, t 
must be the rule of the American T 
people. * 

"The close study of the food situa- » 
tion by all is necessary. Use those 
things which are produced nearest 
you. Avoid the use of articles trans 
ported from long distances, because . 
the transportation problem is still 8 
with us. Waste nothing. Keep on C

WHEAT MAY BE USED 
FOR FEE0IN5 PURPOSES 

An order issued by the Food Admin¬ 
istration permits mills, warehouses 
and grain dealers to sell wheat for 
feeding use. This ruling therefore re¬ 
scinds the special license regulations 
of the food administration which pro¬ 
hibited wheat to be used for any other 
purpose than milling. The removal of 
this restriction against the feeding of 
wheat will be of great benefit to the 
poultry sections particularly, as well 
as to the other feeding industries gen¬ 
erally. 

The prospects of a very largely in¬ 
creased wheat production for next year 
and other Changes in the general sit¬ 
uation have made it possible to relax 
this rule against feeding wheat, which 
has hitherto been so rigidly enforced.

Corporal Guiseppe Besana of La 
Honda, 22 years old, has fallen on the 
field of honor in France. His name' 
was on Saturday’s casualty list as 
having been killed in action. 

Besana, who was a native of Italy 
and whose father and mother are 
still living in their native land, was 
employed as a laborer by Felix 
Guerre, ranch owner of La Honda. 
Ho left San Mateo on September 19, 
1917, with a draft contingent, and 
was trained at Camp Lewis. 


With the great war over, many here 
are wondering what is to become of 
Camp Fremont. It was officially an¬ 
nounced from Washington that the 
order to turn the cantonment into a 
big officers’ training camp, with an 
enrollment of 20,000 students by De¬ 
cember 1, had been canceled. It is 
understood, however, that the men 
already in the officers’ camps will be 
allowed to complete their course be¬ 
fore being returned to civil life. 

Western Department authorities are 
convinced that Camp Fremont will 
remain as an important adjunct of 
the military machine for two years 
yet while it is being used as a de¬ 
mobilization center for the Pacific 
Coast. Such an establishment will be 
necessary, they say. 


BOROUGH SYSTEM MEASURE 

CARRIES IN THE STATE 


According to the latest compilation 
of returns from the general election. 
Amendment No. 10, “Borough System 
Permanency,” which San Mateo 
county was vitally concerned in, car¬ 
ried in the State. In 3716 precinct 
reports the vote on the measure 
stood: 

For—116,841. 

Against—102,352. 

The adoption of the amendment 
means that in the event of the an¬ 
nexation of San Mateo county to San 
Francisco and a borough system of 
government being formed, the system 
can not be changed without the con¬ 
sent of a majority of the voters of the 
borough.

The San Mateo County Exemption 
Board received telegraphic instruc¬ 
tions this week from Provost Marshal 
General Crowder to cancel all draft 
entrainments which had been previ¬ 
ously called for. This releases 180 
men who were to have been sent to 
Kelly Field on next Wednesday and 
cancels all the special orders of in¬ 
duction for officers’ training camps 
which were to have started this 
month. 

No questionnaires will be sent to 
men over 37 years of age, and no 
further procedure will be made in re¬ 
gard to the classification of these men, 
but the 18-year-old registrants will be 
sent their questionnaires immediately 
and will be examined physically as 
soon as they are classified. 

The physical examinations of the 19 
to 35 year old class 1 men have been 
held daily during this week and will 
continue next week until all have been 
examined. Drs. Morrison, Sevenman, 
Benner, Gregory, Offield, Smith, Sib¬ 
ley and Sisson are assisting in this 
work, and about fifty men are ex¬ 
amined each day.
